An  entirely  new  color  that  is 
neither  pink  nor  red  but  might  be  called  watermelon  pink,  but  according 
to  Ridgeway's  Color  Chart  it  is  a  Begonia  Rose,  reverse  of  petals  a 
lighter  shade.  A  very  beautiful  Dahlia  and  one  of  the  very  best  keepers 

as  a  cut  flower  we  have  ever  grown.  Very  free  blooming _

‘KISSABLE — Semi-cactus.  Size  of  bloom  7  inches  across,  4  inches  deep. 
Height  of  bush  5  feet.  Good  strong  stems  which  hold  the  blooms  erect, 
and  well  above  the  foliage.  It  is  also  a  very  profuse  bloomer.  Color  is 
a  very  beautiful  creamy  pink  with  a  blend  of  ivory  at  base  of  petals. 
Won  1st  Prize  for  best  keeping  cut  flower  variety  at  the  Washington 
Dahlia  Show  Sept.  1st  to  3rd,  1934,  and  when  judged  at  the  end  of  the 
Show  blooms  were  still  in  perfect  condition.  A  very  lovely  variety  you

‘MOONLIGHT  BEAUTY — Formal  Decorative.  Size  of  blooms  10  inches 
across,  V/i  inches  deep.  Height  of  bush  6  feet.  Stems  very  long,  strong 
and  erect.  Color  is  a  glistening  creamy  yellow  without  shading.  One  of 
the  most  outstanding  features  of  this  Dahlia  is  its  wonderful  keeping 
quality  when  cut,  as  we  doubt  that  few  can  equal  it.  Won  1st  Prize 
for  best  Formal  Decorative  in  the  undisseminated  class  at  the  Washington 
Dahlia  Show  1934 _ Roots,  $5.00;  Plants,  $2.50 

‘OLYMPIC  SUNSET — Semi-cactus.  Size  of  bloom  10  inches  across,  4  inches 
deep  Height  of  bush  5  feet.  Color  is  apricot  orange  and  coral  with  a 
blending  of  pale  lemon  yellow  and  havinq  a  distinct  zone  of  the  yellow 
at  the  base  of  petals,  reverse  of  petals  rose.  A  very  perfect  Semi-cactus 
form  with  very  full,  high  centers  which  always  remain  closed  tight.  Stems 
strong  and  erect,  4  to  6  inches  to  first  set  of  leaves,  needs  disbudding  for 
longer  stems,  but  we  believe  you  will  forgive  it  this  small  fault  for  it  is 
otherwise  such  a  wonderful  variety  and  was  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
new  Dahlias  in  our  Gardens  and  in  the  Northwest  Dahlia  Shows  the  past 
season.  One  of  the  outstanding  Honor  Roll  Dahlias.  Do  not  fail  to  get

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*PINK  BEAUTY — Cactus.  Size  of  bloom  7  inches,  4  inche  sdeep.  Height  of 
bush  5  feet.  This  beautiful  Dahlia  is  much  like  its  parent  Oriental  Beauty 
in  type,  but  petals  are  more  gracefully  waved  and  it  is  a  lighter  shade 
of  pink,  being  a  clear  rosalane  pink  without  shading.  Stems  very  long 
and  strong,  holding  the  lovely  blooms  erect.  We  entered  2  blooms  and 
won  both  1st  and  2nd  Prizes  for  best  Cactus  in  the  undisseminated  class  at 
the  Washington  Dahlia  Show  1934.  On  American  Home  Honor  Roll 
1934 _ Roots,  $5.00  each;  Plants,  $2.50 


RADIANT  SUNRISE 


*RADIANT  SUNRISE — Informal  Decorative.  Size  of  bloom  II  inches  across, 
31/2  inches  deep.  Height  of  bush  6  feet.  This  is  a  beautiful  Dahlia  and 
the  color  is  hard  to  describe  but  according  to  Ridgeway's  Color  Chart 
the  petals  are  a  pale  lemon  yellow  overlaid  with  light  jasper  red  with 
a  blending  of  spinel  red  and  having  a  distinct  zone  of  yellow  at  the 
base  of  petals,  reverse  of  petals  silver,  the  whole  effect  is  rather  like  a 
sunburst  of  radiant,  deep  pink  radiating  from  the  yellow  zone  at  the 
base  of  petals.  Stems  are  long,  and  hold  the  big  blooms  perfectly  erect. 
This  variety  won  2nd  Prize  at  the  Portland  Dahlia  Show  1934  for  best 
undisseminated  variety  and  was  the  only  entry  we  made  in  this  class.  It 
always  attracted  attention  in  the  Gardens  and  on  exhibit  at  the  Shows 
and  was  much  admired _ Roots,  $5.00  each;  Plants,  $2.50 

*ZELA — Informal  Decorative.  Size  of  bloom  7  inches  across,  4  inches  deep. 
Height  of  bush  5  feef.  Color  is  a  lovely  orchid  lavender  with  deeper 
shading  and  has  a  light  blending  of  white.  Stems  strong  and  hold  the 
blooms  erect,  far  above  the  foliage.  A  very  fine  cut  flower  variety.

AMERICA’S  SWEETHEART— (Salem-Lee's)  Informal  Decorative.  An  immense 
variety  which  is  very  outstanding  among  the  1935  introductions.  Color 
is  pure  yellow  without  a  particle  of  shading.  Even  the  outer  petals  do 
not  fade  out  like  those  in  most  Dahlias.  Many  of  the  petals  are  double 
serrated  and  curl  and  twist  and  as  the  bloom  develops,  they  fall  back 
to  the  stem,  reminding  one  of  a  gigantic  Chrysanthemum.  The  bloom 
is  held  almost  on  top  of  an  absolutely  stiff  stem.  Bush  is  medium  height. 
Blooms  are  very  full  with  high  centers  and  were  grown  by  the  originator 
to  more  than  12  inches  across,  in  the  open  field  without  irrigation  or 
fertilizer,  so  when  grown  with  fertilizer  and  water  it  can  be  grown  to  a 
most  gigantic  size.  Many  who  have  seen  this  Dahlia  say  it  is  the  "best 
Dahlia  to  date."  So  do  not  fail  to  get  this  one  if  you  want  a  thrill.

GOLDEN  HOARD — (Salem-Lee's)  Informal  Decorative.  Another  Dahlia  that 
grows  to  immense  size  in  the  open  field.  II  to  12  inch  blooms  are  com¬ 
mon.  When  blooms  are  fully  developed  it  borders  on  the  Semi-cactus. 
The  color  is  a  most  beautiful  old  gold  with  reverse  of  petals  showing  a 
faint  tinge  of  pink.  The  stems  are  long  and  straight,  ten  inches  to  first 
set  of  leaves,  and  holds  the  big  blooms  high  above  the  foliage.  A  very

Won  the 
American  Home  Achievement  Medal  1933,  and  was  on  the  Honor  Rolls  of 
new  introductions  everywhere.  Won  us  1st  Prize  for  the  best  6  blooms 
Washington  introduction  at  Washington  Dahlia  Show  1934  and  has  won 
us  a  number  of  other  prizes.  Mr.  Derrill  Hart  who  grew  this  variety  in 
the  east  writes:  "Unusual  in  form  and  in  a  color  group  not  over-burdened 
with  varieties,  a  large  flower  on  extra  good  stems  and  with  good  grow¬ 
ing  habits."  Color  is  lavender  with  orchid  tints  and  blended  with  silver. 
Petals  are  broad  and  waving  with  curling  petaloids  between  them. 
Blooms  are  giant  size,  over  12  inches  across  and  7  inches  deep  without 
forcing  in  anyway  and  always  has  closed  centers.  It  was  larger  than  any 
other  variety  we  grew  last  season  and  we  are  growing  most  of  the 
world's  reputed  largest  varieties.  Plants  are  medium  tall,  strong  erect 
growing  with  splendid  habits,  and  healthy  insect-resisting  foliage.  Our 
stock  has  never  been  over-propagated  or  forced  so  our  roots  are  strong 
and  full  of  "pep".  Stems  hold  the  giant  blooms  perfectly  erect  even 
to  the  last  blooms  in  the  Fall.
